too well pleased with it" but that 
signing the measure is "the only 
thing he can do." 


Little Resemblance 


The bill as passed by Congress 


Saturday bears little resemblance 
to the controls legislation Truman 
asked of the House and Senate last 
year. 


He wanted authority to control 


wages and prices extended for two 
years, until June 30, 1954, and he 
asked that the current controls pro- 
visions—contained in the Defense 
Production Act 
of 1950 — 
be 


strengthened. 


Instead Congress weakened some 


of the controls authority and placed 
a 10-month limit on an extension. 


Not Enthusiastic 


Rayburn told 
questioners the 


President "didn't seem very en 
thusiastic" over 
the 
legislation 


even though the final bill was con- 
sidered a victory for the admin- 
istration after the House earlier 
had voted to kill nearly all wage 
price controls. 


But on the possibility that the

ure—even reluctantly — .Congres- 
sional leaders readied an emer 
gency resolution to continue the 
>resent law long enough for Con 
;ress to tackle a substitute bill. 
The controls legislation, finally 


worked out in a lengthy Senate- 
iouse conference, would continue 
ederal authority to regulate wages 
and prices for 10 months—through 
next April 30.

Several Changed 


But it would make several major 


changes in the present Defense 
Production Act.

1. End rent controls on Sept. 30

2. Toss out controls over credit 


for consumer goods and for con 
ventional housing loans. The Fed 
eral Reserve Board could restric 
lousing credit again if the annua 
rate of new houses started passed 
1,200,000. The present rate is 1, 
100,000.

3. Retain the Wage Stabilization 


Board but with limited power, and 
to make the appointment of iU 
members subject to Senate confir 
mation. The board would be -de 
prived of its authority to make 
recommendations in labor dispute 
unless the management and unior 
agreed to ask the_WSB how much 
of a wage boost might be granted 
in a dispute.

The 60-year-old Sirry Pasha, who 


has been premier three times be- 
fore, received King Farouk's man- 
date to form a cabinet Sunday 
night and at once began discus- 
sions with political leaders. 


Government Dispersed 


His task was made more com- 


plex by the usual summertime dis- 
persal of government activity be- 
tween the court, in residence here 
for the season, and officers in 
Cairo. Politicians shuttled back 
and forth between the two capi- 
tals. 


No official reason was given for 


Hilaly Pasha's resignation Satur- 
day, 
but there was speculation 


that he had not moved fast enough 


with his announced program of 
cleaning up graft in the Egyptian 
government and winning the na- 
tion'* chief alms—to«oust the Brit- 
ish from the Suez Canal zone and 
to unify Egypt and the neighbor- 
ing Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 


Agree to Evacuate 


The British unofficially have 


agreed to evacuate the canal zone 
by stages but still refuse to rec- 
ognize King Farouk's sovereignty 
over the Sudan, which Britain now 
administers. 


The latest choice for premier, 


Sirry Pasha, was educated in 
Paris and entered government 
•twice. 


Senator O'Mahoney-(D-Wyo), pi- 


oting the 46-blllion-dollar military 
appropriations bill through the sen-

could be advanced a year, by add- 
ing $3,600,000,000 to the nearly 
six billions cash the bill would pro- 
vide to expand the army, navy and 
air force. 


Spend on Credit 


The bill is up for passage today.

For some time we have been scraping along with a slim 


tjutput'of vital steel, inevitably the national defense pro- 
gram will suffer. So will the entire domestic economy, of 
course. And that includes the steel workers themselves. 
- -Every time a major strike occurs, some enterprising fel- 
lows always tot up the economic losses, in output, wages, 
profits and so on. The bill is generally staggering. 


We may well conclude one day, in the light of this painful 


fact, that the strike is an economic weapon whose disadvan- 
tages outweigh its advantages. 
^ " We are not here proposing that strikes be outlawed, or 
severely curbed by any legislative means. The strike is la- 
bor's last resort against what it regards as management's 
stubbornness or unreasonable demands. It is the symbol of 
labor's freedom not to work. In a free land such as ours, 
there can never be compulsion upon men to labor, except in 
time of war. 


No, if the strike as a weapon is ever to fall into disuse, 


the initiative will have to come from labor itself, acting vol- 
untarily. Labor leaders will have to conclude for themselves 
that the strike has become in this complex age a rather bar- 
baric device which serves nobody.well. 
_~'Management may "win" any particular strike, in the 
Bense that its proposals are accepted by labor. But it will 
never win back the lost production. If labor should gain its 
demands, how long will the men have to work to offset the 
images lost while'they sat idle?

Every strike ends at some point. Why? Admittedly, 


Ithe economic pressures on one or both parties to the dispute 
(sometimes become too great to resist. But many strikes end 
(before either side has reached that limit. They end because 
I the two parties have knuckled down hard to the business of
